Status of claims 

2. Claims 2, 6, 8-12, 24-26 and 31-32 are canceled 
Claims 1 and 23have been amended 

New Claim 35 has been added to the elected invention. 

Claims 1, 3-5, 7, 13, 14, 23, 29, 30, 33-34 and 35 are under examination. 

Claims 15-22, 27-28 are withdrawn from consideration. 

Examiner's amendment

and displacing S. aureus bound to collagen. 

Claim 35. (Currently Amended) An isolated monoclonal antibody which binds to an epitope that 
is recognized by monoclonal antibody 1 1 H1 1 set forth as SEQ.ID.NO: 2 and SEQ.ID.NO: 
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Claim rejections withdrawn
